A PANDER IMH NT 


D uring the past decade much attention has l>cen given to 
the constructive work a s carried on am ong children and young 
people by such a g e n c i e s a s the school nurse, the county nurse and 
the social welfare worker. 
These agencies have sought to dis­ 
cover physical and moral defects in their incipiency and to correct 
them before a lift* is lost physically or mo*ally, tis the case may he. 
It has cost not a little to maintain these agencies, and it is 
not surprising that those who are looking to tax reduction should 
seize upon and seek to curtail these lab r created expenditui es 
of public money. 
It is well not to take any expenditure of public money for 
granted that it should he spent because it has been spent for cer­ 
tain purposes in the past. The list of expenditures should be fre­ 
quently gone over carefully. 
Hut, the value of the work done 
should not be overlooked. 
This and other points are brought out 
by those who favor r e t e n ti o n of these new agencies in welfare 
work. 
America has been accused of being more concerned about the 
welfare cf her domestic animals than of her children, and the 
following lines give expression to the th o u g h t: “ Forests protected, 
Hogs inspected, Boys neglected/* 
Many people use the “hog argum ent” against the government, 
when they forget that such animals form a largo article of food 
and that in preserving such food supply in a state of health, one 
also preserves the health of the people who consume pork. 
If tho agencies first mentioned, the school nurse, the county 
nurse and the social welfare worker, have failed to do the con­ 
structive work they were created to do, then the expenditure for 
their upkeep should be Stopped. 
Hut, if they do discover and 
direct the correction of physical ills in childhood which might 
be overlooked but for the opportunity open to discovery of them 
through th'* systematic inspection carried on through the schools, 
thus saving healthy lives to the community, it would be extreme 
foolishness, and bad business, say those who favor their reten­ 
tion, to discontinue the walk. 
Or should the quiet work of tho 
welfare worker discover lives that can lie saved t< 
usefulness 
which otherwise might become social outcasts, it would be the 
worst kind of business to discontinue this work. There are many 
agencies teaching better morals as a prevention against bad liv­ 
ing, but very fev indeed ar * ready to do the work necessary to 
straighten out and help salvage lives which Would go int/ discard 
but for the experienced social worker. And yet the con tractive 
work of this allice is supposed to be its greatest value. 
On October I thi* county ceased to pay any further salary lo 
the County N u r s e . 
The county had been paying .$1,300 annually, 
plus her expenses and the lied Cross had paid the balance, so m e 
$500. 
Under the new arrangem ent the Red Cross now .sponsors 
the county nurse’s work, and in that regard, the Dispatch re­ 
cently published a letter from Charles Krecti iii which he sug­ 
gested a method of practically financing the work. 
Mr. Krech’a 
letter was not based on mere theory, for with it he enclosed his 
check for $50. 
Mr. Krech suggests that a county-wide organization 
be 
formed, patterned afte r the methods used by the county-wide Tax 
Reduction League, for the- purpose of formulating some plan for 
the financing of the necessary expense. 
“Just as a suggestion/’ wrote Mr. Krech, “ would suggest that 
not less than ten men, of which number I will gladly be one, sub­ 
scribe $100 each, and not less than twenty men subscribe $20 each. 
With this much money assured it would be very easy to raise the 
balance necessary, say ft r instance, by many smaller contribu­ 
tions cr a county-wide Tag Day.

A DANCER POINT

them before a life is lost physically or morally, as the case may be. 
It has cost not a little to maintain these agencies, and it is 
not surprising that those who are looking to tax reduction should 
seize upon and seek to curtail these later created expenditures 
of public money. 
It is well not to take any expenditure of public money for 
granted that it should be spent because it has been spent for cer­ 
tain purposes in the past. The list of expenditures should be fre­ 
quently gone over carefully. 
But, the value of the work done 
should not be overlooked. 
This and other points are brought out 
by those who favor rentention of these new agencies in welfare 
work.

North Pole Receives 
Full Share of Heat 


The North pole, it is said, receives 
more 
lieut 
than the 
equator. 
Of 
course, each hour of sunlight firings 
more 
heat to the 
equator, but the 
hours of sunlight each day 
increase 
in number Hie farther one goes north. 
Therefore, while the sun is shining 
the arctic receives more hours of sun­ 
light a day than does the equator find 
altogether it gets more lieut, skys the 
Detroit News. 
As one goes north the length of 
day increases more rapidly than the 
amount of heat tier hour decreases. 
Consequently, although the heat per 
hour received tit Winnipeg, Canada, 
is 
less 
than at New Orleans, 
the 
amount of heat received per day is 
greater. 
That is one reason why In 
July Winnipeg is frequently 
hotter 
than New Orleans. 
For about five 
weeks every summer more lieut per 
day is received from tin* sun on a 
square mile In the arctic than at the 
equator. 
However, the winters at the 
North pole would he as hot as the 
equator. 
However, the winters at the 
pole are long and ti great deal of 
cold Is stored up in the Ice mass. This 
neutralizes the downpour of heat from 
the Rummer sun.

Demon Runyon, one of the mo t experienced and most brilliant sports 
writers In the profession, claims that basketball is the most popular sfmrt In 
the United States and th if basketball fans are the most violent bugs that 
follow any sports.

New York, Nov. UL With football to he buried : oon for tile I'*24 season, 
the indoor winter sport season will sw in g in for the public entertainment 
until the baseball clubs drift southward in the spring. 
Basketball, boxing and hockey are the ranking winter sports now in the 
order named. 
Several years ago boxing would have held the major place 
in the national interest but basketball bas had such an amazing growth in 
the past two years that it has taken first place. 
No one can explain the stupendous development of basketball in the pub 
lie fancy unless it is the result of such perfect organization. 
There must be at least five hundred conferences and leagues operating 
on regular schedules in professional, amateur, intercollegiate, interscholastic, 


sectional and state circles. 
There are ten major intercollegiate conferences and perhaps one hund red 
state and sectional conferences and leagues. 
There are hundreds of athletic 
club and amateur teams enrolled in the National Amateur Athletic Union. 
and there are thousands of semi-pro teams and professional teams that are 
not in organized classifications. 
When it is related that the Buffalo Germans, one of the greatest teams 
that ever shot a basket had to be disbanded three years ago because of a 
lack of interest, the growth of interest as is indicated above is inconceivable. 
Demon Runyon, one of the most experienced and most brilliant sports 
writers in the profession, claims that basketball is the most popular sport in 
the United States and that basketball fans tire the most violent bugs that 
follow any sports. 
Last winter, Runyon referred in his widely read column to the Passaic 
High School team as being a wonder team that hadn t lost a game in so m e ­ 
thing like five or six years. 
Such ii storm was aroused jill over the country 
that Passaic received almost five hundred challenges and Runyon received 
ii bag of letters in each mail telling bim be was ti 11 wrong and that there 
were ii thousand teams that could beat Passaic. 
It is hardly possible that such it comment upon a baseball team, ii foot­ 
ball or hockey team, or upon a boxer would a r o u s e such a deluge of protests. 
It must be, in view of these facts, that basketball is the ranking sport, at 
least of the indoor sports.
